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It is with considerable sorrow that the B.H.P.C. must announce that 
the proposed merger between the NEC and the ISCA has been postponed for 
an indefinite period. After extensive communication between the 
members of the merger committee, the NaC representatives agreed 
unanimously that it would not be in the best interests of the NRC for 
the proposed merger to take place at this time. This decision was 
based on several factors, The IRCA is unable at the present time to 
reach agreement regarding the validity of the recent BOD action to 
call for a vote on the proposed merger, This is a matter of interpre- 
tation of the es Constitution and the matter is far from clear at 
this time, - 


In contrast to the favorable reaction of the NRC membership toward 
the proposed merger, a considerable number of IRCA members are strongly 
opposed to merger in spite of the wnanimous endorsement of the plan by 
Virtually ali of the IRCA'ts elected officers. The oppositon group, 
which calls itself the "Committee to Oppose sub-Merger", has begun 
investigating pessible legal irregularities in the IRCAts part of the 
merger arrangement. Since the IRCA is incorporated in the state of 
Colorado, highly complex questions of corporate law are involved. In 
the event that the IRCA were to attempt to effect merger under the 
present arrangement, the ITRCA grop opposing tke werger would be able to 
raise legal questions regarding the IRCAts actions which could tie up 
both clubs in corporate legal actions for years. The NRC 
representatives toe the merger committee believe that the danger of 
becoming ensnared in the IRCAts legal problems is too real to risk at 
this: time, 


A third unexpected problem is the condition of the IRCA finances. 
According to the IRCA's published financial Rav {which appeared in 
the 10/5 issue of DXM), the TRCA's indebtedness (not including the 
value of their mimeograph which cannot be sold. if IRCA publication is 
to continue) totals 5836.48, or about 33.50 per member. We understand 
that this figure is now somewhat lower but the members of that club 
would still have to take a very large develuation in their prorated 
dues for the merged club in order to eliminate the accumulated debt. 
This would result in very early expiration dates for IRCA members in 
the merged club and would work a considerable hardship on their many 
young members, It should be noted that the NRC is currently in the 
black and that NRC members. would have received more than 100% of their 
outstanding dues in credit to the new club according to the previously 
discussed methods for proration. 


We wish the IRCA the best of luck in vesolving their legal, 
constitutional, and financial problems, ail hope to resume serious 
discussion regarding pessible merger aS scun as practical. In keeping 
with the NRC's spirit of friendly concesm for our sister club, we shall 
continue to make the NEC Domestic Log available to IRCA members at the 
previously armounced rate,
